and Impertinent; the’ Men of real Bufinefs, are in 
the mean whiie obliged to wait, and Attairs of the 
greateſt Confequerice ftand till whic he givesthem 
Audience. 

Tuo’ he has many Creatures and Dependents, 
perhaps many more than he defires, or can decently 
get rid of, yet he has few real Friends, and fewer fill

Intereſt: Even thofe who always. walked in the 
fame Political Track with himelf, before he was 
exalted to that ‘cMinent and diftinguifhed Station, 
immediately defert him, let his Integrity be ever 
fo great, or his Gondué ever fo unblameable, it 
all their Demands are not granted, and all their 
Expeétarions anfwered+ He muft hope for no Friend- 
fhip, if he can beftow no Favours; nay, the Ke- 
ward muft precede the Service, and even then too 
it muft be proportion’d according to the Opinion 
that every Man has of hisown Weight and Abilitics, 
and not according to their real Value. 

Bu T befides the Multitude of open, avowed, de- 
termined Enemies which a Minifter has to encounter, 
there are many others that wear the Mask of Friends, 
and ar: therefore the more dangerous, as they are 
not fufpeéted. Thofe that live in the greateſt In- 
timacy and Confidence with him, that are trufted 
witli his Secrets,"and have a large Share in his For- 
tune, will often betray him to make court to the 
Party againft him ; they will appear among the fore- 
moft and moft zealous of his Friends, in all publick 
Affemblies, und upon all folemn Occafions, and skulk 
away in Private to. the>little ſecret Cabals of his 
Enemies, who are endeayouring to plot his Ruin; 
they will not be afhamed to ask and receive contiaual 
Favours and Bountics from him; tho’ they will not 

o the leaft Step out of the common Road to ferve 

im, and will faffer, with the utmoft Tranguility, 
thofe in whom they have the moft Intereft, and over 
whom they cannot but have the ftrongett Influence, 
not only to act in open Oppofition to his Meafure-, 
bur to treat his Character with the greareft Indecency. 

INDEED fo many great and yet —— 
muſt concur to ſupport a Character fo di cult, fo 
hazardous, and fo important, that it 1s not to ve 
wonder*d at, if we find many great Men, who made 
a confiderable Figure before they were called up to 


act this Part upon the Stage of the World, have 
proved very uncqual to tie Task; and unable to 
juftain the Weight of it for any confidetable Time ; 
for he to whom this Province is afligned, ought to 
have avaft and comprchenfive Genius, a Mind ftor’d 
with Ideas, great quicknets of Thought, and facility 
of Expreflion ; he ought m have a perfect Knowledge 
of human Nature, and be able w {ee thro’ all the 
Paffions and Emotions of the Soub at one Glance ; 
and as he ought to be thoroughly acquainted with the 
‘Temper of other Men, fo he ought to be anablolute 
Mafter of his own; he ought never to be, or at 
leaft never to ſeem ruffled or difcompofed, but to be 
always prefent to himfelf, and to preferve an ecafy 
Addrefs, and a chearful Aſpect, tho’ atthe fame time 
he fhould be under the greateft Agitations of Mind; 
For there are not fuch Traitors in the World as the 
Looks ; a falfe Heart or a babling Tongue are noc 
halt fo dangerous; what another may iay, may be 
regarded as the Effedt of Maliceor Refentment ; but - 
what your own Looks reveal, will always be be- 
lieved. 

Bu t befides great Abilities, great Knowledge of 
Men and Affairs, and a great Command of his Pat- 
fions, a Minifter ought to be cndow'd with Courage, 
Fortitude, Patience, and whatever fome People may 
imagine, or fome Writers may have advanced, I will 
venture to fay too, with Virtue and Humanity, or 
be willnever be able to fupport himſelf long ; he 
muft be fice from Pride and Vanity, for they arc 

ualities beneath a truly great Man, and are genc- 
rally the Marks of a low Genius anda farrow Mind ; 
for if he fhould either be dazzled with the Luftre ot 
his Fortune, or grow giddy at che Height of it, he 
will foon be precipitated down; In ali great Occur- 
rences he mult depend more upon his own Refolution 
and Greatnefs of Mind, than upon the Advice and 
Affiftance of his Friends and Dependents; for they 
are often flattering and deceitful Guides, and rather 
ftudy to pleafe thante ferve him ; ina Word, he muft 
have the greateft Qualities and the ſeweſt Failings 
that a Man can be fuppofed to have ; or I will take 
upon me to prophefy, his Miniftry will be of no long 
Duration.
